CHICAGO, July 18. — Senator 
Harry S. Truman of Missouri 
emerged today as the likely com- 
promise candidate for the Demo- 
cratic vice-presidential nomina- 
tion, backed by an organized labor 
bloc led by Philip Murray, head 
of the CIO; Sidney Hillman, of the 
National Citizens (CIO) Political 
Action Committee, and A. F. Whit- 
ney, President of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen. 


The three labor leaders held a 
dinner conference last night with 
National Democratic Chairman 
Robert E. Hannegan and War Mo- 
bilization Director James F. Byrnes 
of South Carolina at which they 
flatly refused to support Byrnes, 
who is generally regarded as Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's choice for a run- 
ning mate if Vice President Wal- 
lace cannot get the nomination. 

(It was announced today that 
Wallace would go to Chicago to- 
morrow to work for his nomina- 
tion.) 

Truman Supports Byrnes. 

The attitude of the labor lead- 
ers—Hillman is not a delegate to 
the convention—has put Truman 
in an embarrassing position be- 
cause of his prior commitment to 
Byrnes, for whom he has promised 
to make the principal nominating 
speech. He told friends today 
that he would fulfill this obliga- 
tion if Byrnes continues to be a 
candidate. 

Byrnes became an..active can- 
didate for second place on the 
ticket after Truman had told him 
and others unequivocally last 
week that he did not want the 
nomination and would not take it 
if offered. He was persuaded, 
however, not to make a public an- 
nouncement against accepting a 
nomination because of the “bar- 
gaining” possibilities of his name. 
The South Carolinian is a hard 
fighter when he gets started and

They stood in a chill 
wind and repeated again and 
again: 

“We thought it was the Japs 
bombing us. We were sure we 
were going to get.it.” 

Newspaper men were not al- 
lowed to visit the waterfront 
where eyewitnesses said the dock 
had been torn away in the ex- 
plosion. 

Throughout last night, said 
nurses, one Port Chicago man had 
wandered from hospital to hos- 
pital searching for his family. All 
had disappeared from his wrecked 
home. 

Houses Smashed Inward. 

Houses had been smashed In- 
ward. Splintered doors lay in the 
middle of living rooms; glass shat- 
tered from frames was strewn | 
across beds; furniture was 
wrecked. Frame houses had 
twisted on their foundations and 
some had buckled in the middle, 

The front end of a two-story 
hotel sank inward = dejectedly. 
Every window was gone. Plaster 
had fallen on the deserted desk 
and it resembled the windblown 
relic of an abandoned ghost town. 

Behind it, a row of stores, shops 
and bars all were windowless. In 
one of them a policeman was play- 
ing a _ slot-machine and losing. 
Nearby a fireman swept up the 
glass in the firehouse. 

He paused to remark, “T had a 
friend in the base. I won’t know 
for a long while, I guess, how he 
came out.” 

“Mile-High Skyrocket. 

K. FE. Knapp of Hayward, fA 
railroad man atop a boxcar one 
mile from the blast, said he saw 
what looked like a “mile-high sky- 
rocket—red and white. 

“Then came a terrific blast and 
it seemed like star shells were 
filling the air.

ITemuel N. Searcy of Eminence, 
a former State Senator, now is a 
delegate to the Constitutional Con- 
vention. Searcy has a long legis- 
lative record as an extreme par- 
tisan, an opponent of all progres- 
sive legislation which interferes 
in any degree with the politicians’ 
direct control of the government. 
He has been a guiding genius in 
the manipulations of the Senate 
group which has prevented legis- 
lative interference with utility 
and corporate interests. 

A genial individual, amazingly 
frank but a rough rider over all 
opposition when he has the power, 
Searcy is well-liked personally 
even by his bitterest opponents, 

Hie Was A MasRter mind in the 
Democratic attempt to put over 
the Governorship steal in 1941. 
He opposed Gov. Stark at every 
point when the Governor had his 
bill to destroy the political ma 
chine and gangater control of the 
Kansas City police department be- 
fore the Legislature in 1939. He 
has opposed criminal code re- 
form. He was a leading Senate 
supporter of the Lauf amendment 
to submit repeal of the Non-Par- 
tisan court plan, and as a dele- 


gate to the Constitutional Conven- | 


tion he supported a scheme to 
substitute a political court plan 
for the nonpartisan in the pro- 
posed new Constitution. 

There is much of the bad and 
comparatively little of the good 
in Searcy's legislative record. 

Searcy was first elected to the 
Senate in 1926, and after serving 


one term was out of office for four | 


years, returning to the Senate in 
1936 and serving until 1942, when 
he was defeated for re-election. 

He has practiced law in Emi- 
mence since his admission to the 
bar in 1903 and has held a num- 
ber of offices in Shannon County, 
prosecuting attorney, Judge of the 
County Court, school commissioner 
and county highway engineer. 

He is 62 y@ars old and was born 
fn Audrain County. He is a wid- 
ower and has two sona and two 
daughters. He is a member of the 
Masonic order and 
odist church. 

Oliiver W. Nolen of Paris, when 
filing for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Attorney General, said it 


was his purpose to conduct the) 


office as a law office and not a 
political one. 

Nolen served as an Assistant At- 
torney General for eight years, 
until his resignation to return to 
private practice in 1943. During 
that period he wrote more than 
600 legal opinions and handled 
more than 100 cases for the de- 
partment in the circuit or appel- 
late courts. 

As an Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral he successfully defended the 
constitutionality of the Missouri 
sales tax law and wrote the rules 
and regulations governing admin- 
istration of the act. 

Nolen, 48 years old, is a resident 
of Monroe County, one of the ban-

Socialized Medicine Coming 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

No matter how hard the die-hards 
try to stave off the inevitable, some 
form of socialized medicine is bound to 
come after the war as sure as efforts 
will be made by all civilized countries 
to make a permanent peace. The rea- 
sons are as follows: 

1. The failure of the present setup to 
reach the majority of citizens of the 
poor and middle classes with decent 
medical care. | 

2. The revelation that five million men 
of draft age have had physical disabili- 
ties sufficient to cause rejection from 
service. 

3. Ten million men and women in 
military service have experienced good 
medical care in the Army, equal to or 
better than that of any country in the 
world: and they will expect this type of 
medical care when they return to civil 
life. Unless the medical men put their 
house in order, they are going to lose 
these ex-service men and women pa- 
tients to the Government doctors, who 
will really give them adequate medical 
care. 

One of the many arguments put up by 
fhe opponents of socialized medicine is 
that it does not allow free choice of phy- 
sicians. Unger our compensation laws 
today we have no free choice of physi- 
cians, as the individual must accept the 
physician of his employer's insuror or 
pay his own bill. This is also true of 
corporations that have hired physicians 
in their establishments. The possibility 
for a free choice of physician will be 
greater under socialized medicine than 
under the present setup. 

The most important part of adequate 
medical care is diagnosis and preventive 
medicine, and under the present setup 
it can be obtained only at very great 
cost to the individual. For example, in 
a city like St. Louis, only about 5 to 10 
per cent of the practicing physicians 
have proper X-ray and laboratory equip- 
ment for diagnostic purposes, and con- 
sequently must refer this work to spe- 
cialists. Under socialized medicine, a 
group of doctors can purchase this 
eguipment and reduce this cost. 

It is up to the medical profession to 
put its house in order and keep up with 
the times, or else the cults will step in 
and take advantege of the situation.

The War Bond Shame 


Along with-most of the country, St. Louis fs 
not buying war bonds to the exteht the occasion 
demands. Sadder still, the reason plainly lies in 
a lack of sustained concentration on the war. 

Purchases leaped high when the mistreatment 
and murder of American soldiers was announced; 
sales prospered immediately after Pearl Harbor, 
the fall of Corregidor, the invasion of Normandy. 
But in the long pull—that long, undramatic pull 
which makes war special hell for the men and 
women in uniform—we slack off. 

The fault does not lie entirely in public indif- 
ference, it is true. Some people are repelled by 
the free shows that have been put on to promote 
the sale of bonds—though it is hard to see why 
they cannot buy the bonds anyhow and dial out 
or stay away from the shows. A few employers 
still think it too much trouble and expense to 
provide for systematic payroll deductions from 
their employes. A small fraction of the people 
still think the only safe property is currency. 

And certainly a major error has been made in 
joining the sale of bonds to individuals to a gen- 
eral sale. In the present campaign, for example, 
and in the one before it, St. Louis was one of 
the first cities to surpass its total goal. But 
most of the money came from surplus corporation 
funds. The total result looks like a shining vic- 
tory. But the appearance belies one fact, for 
sales to individuals have always lagged far be- 
hind, as they do now. 

It does make a difference where the money 
comes from. Not a physical difference at the 
fighting fronts, for the tanks and planes and 
food would have to keep flowing anyway. But an 
enormous difference and a terrible price never- 
theless—a price paid now and after the war by 
civilians and war veterans alike. Its name is 
inflation. 

There ia more purchasing power loose in the 
country than there are automobiles, nylons and 
resort vacationg to consume it all. Our ability 
to buy must somehow be scaled down to what we 
Otherwise we will find ourselves in- 
creasingly bidding up the prices of scarce goods 
to fantastic heights, even if it means going into 
the black market. Rationing and price controls 
have done a great work. But we,need the second 
remedy of saving and investment, too. 

What better investment could there be for 
personal surplus funds than Series E bonds? 
They pay 2.9 per cent if held to maturity—a 
figure not nearly approached by anything nearly 
so safe. In fact, this rate is so high that banks 
and businesses are not allowed to buy Series E. 
Unlike other forms of securities, they are also 
absolutely proof against depreciation at any 
time during their life—as absolutely safe as the 
underlying strength of the American nation, It 
is no accident that the well-to-do have so con- 
sistently bought all that is allowed them. 

Why, then. do sales lag? One reason is that 
much of the dangerous money is in the hands of 
people who never had anything to save before the 
war. It has been repeatedly proposed that sav- 
ings be enforced and collected like taxes. The 
British, who knew the horrid rhetoric of destruc- 
tion all too intimately, accepted enforced savings 
with almost no protest. Americans would have 
welcomed it with equal grace after Pearl Harbor 
and Bataan. But we were not called upon to do 
so. Investment in the war was left voluntary. 
lts being #0, however, imposes not a milder but 
a more stringent obligation to measure up. 

St. Louisans’ E-bond quota in the Fifth War 
Loan is $32,154,150—something like $120 per fam- 
ily, which is surprisingly moderate. It is even 
more so in comparison with an estimated surplus 
cash of $450 per family. St. Louis people are 
now asked to invest about one-fourth of that 
surplus. 3 

But up to yesterday, E-bond sales in St. Louis 
were still more than 13 million dollars, or 41 
per cent, below the goal, It is a sorry story, 80 
far. But a few days do remain to make It bright. 

Not later than tonight, let us all take pencil 
and paper and figure out how to find $18.75, 
$37.50 or more, and not later than tomorrow, get 
that dangerous money into an invegtment in the 
national welfare and our own future.

Ozark Revolt Against Clark 


A staff correspondent of the Kansas City Star, 
which is supporting Bennett C. Clark for the 
Democratic’ nomination for United States Sen- 
ator, finds that the candidate is encountering 
rough going in Southwest Missouri. The race 
between Senator Clark and Attorney General Roy 
McKittrick is the high point of the primary cam- 
paign in that area, the reporter says, and he sums 
up the race ag follows: 

Opposition to Clark is particularly bitter 
throughout the region, and especially in Jas- 
per and Greene counties. His managers in 
Jasper County are having difficulty finding 
campaign workers. Clark himself was re- 
ported as “disgusted with the whole thing” 
when he made a recent visit to Joplin and 
Carthage. 

His loyal support of 1932 and 1938 has 
failed to rally this year, leaving him with 
few followers that can be counted on to carry 
the burden of the task of getting him votes. 

Clark’s opposition to certain Roosevelt 
policies, his failure to keep in close touch 
with the district by answering correspond- 
ence, are some of the things being raised 
against him. 

As one of his old supporters, now working 
hard for Roy McKittrick, Clark’s only oppo- 
nent, expressed it, “The chickens are com- 
ing home to roost.” 

In the 1938 primary, Clark swept to large 
Majorities over three opponents in Southwest 
Missouri. In the election, he carried the chief 
centers of population, Greene and Jasper coun- 


ties, by comfortable margins over his Republican 
opponent, former Gov. Caulfield, 

It is a difficult feat for a challenger to win 
from an incumbent Senator, particularly one who 
claims administration support, but McKittrick 
seems about to do so in the Ozark area, On the 
evidence of the Star correspondent’s report, how- 
ever, this usually Republican section is exhibit- 
ing a strong trend against the administration, 
so McKittrick’s supporters will have a fight on 
their hands even if they win in the Aug. 1 
primary. 
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Mr. Wallace's Prospects 

In his letter to the Democratic convention on 
the vice-presidency, Mr. Roosevelt pays a grace- 
ful tribute to Henry A. Wallace, gives him a per- 
sonal indorsement, but is careful to leave the 
delegates free to make their own choice. This is 
a much pleasanter picture than in 1940, When 
Roosevelt dictated the acceptance of Wallace. It 
leaves the vice-presidential nomination open to 
decision by the convention’s will. 

If Wallace is denied renomination, it will be a 
decision made on grounds of sheer political ex- 
pediency. 

in all the arguments that are in progress over 
the convention’s only remaining contest, little 
or nothing is heard as to his qualifications, or 
lack of them, The great point made in favor of 
the other men mentioned for the post, of whom 
War Mobilization Director Byrnes now leads the 
field, is that their nomination would promote 
party harmony. 

The most concerted opposition to Wallace for 
Vice President comes from the South, stronghold 
of Bourbonism. This arises not-only from his

this: “Ethnie 
democracy means merely that the different races 
and mdnority groups must be given equality of 
economic opportunity.” This is the guiding 
principle of the administration-supported FEPC, 
which the Southern reactionaries alao view with 
acute disfavor, 

Note, however, what one {ndependent 
cratic newspaper in the South, the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, says of this: 


If Mr. Wallace should be thrown to the 
wolves ag a sop to Southern reaction, and for 
the sake of a dishonest and superficial ap- 
pearance of party harmony, it would be a 
shocking and disgraceful expedient. 


What, if anything, will the party management 
gain by placating the Southern politicians in this 
fashion? It Is inconceivable that Southern voters 
would go #0 far in indicating their displeasure 
as to vote Republican, and the move to launch 
an independent ticket has already withered. The 
Bourbon bloc will .be against administration 
moves for progressive legislation no matter who 
is nominated for Vice President, while the, voters 
who consider Wallace a spokesman of liberalism 
will be affronted if he is shelved. 

Such a gesture of appeasement will hand the 
Republicans a ready-made argument to nullify 
the Roosevelt candidacy’s principal appeal, the

“There are more than 32 million $100 bills in 
circulation,” reports famed statistician Leonard 
Pr.

In his adjectives, Ayres errs by using one too 
many. Legitimate reasons, meaning practical 
occasions, do fall far short of his figure.

Genuineness of desire to possess, to enjoy, to 
consume is somehow going to have to be made 
legitimate and feasible of satisfaction on a scale 
far bigger than anything ever seen before this 
war demonstrated what the American people can 
really do for themselves when they try. Indeed, 
that expectation is one of the things spurring 
us on to victory. 
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“In human speech,” says the Soviet newspaper 
Izvestia, “there is nothing more pure and exalted, 
nothing more tender and holy, than the

There is much talk of press freedom, but 
not. enough of what press freedom is for. 
The value of personal liberty rests not 
upon any putative divinity, nor upon the 
naturalness of “natural rights,” but upon 
the plain fact of its social usefulness, and, 
indeed, its indispensability in a democracy. 

Freedom was not won by a newspaper 
lobby, though the _ proprietary’ interest 
claimed therein might make one think so. 
Like other civil liberties, this one arone 
from a slowly developed conviction among 
the people that when self-government was 
desired, freedom was a good thing. 

The press became free, therefore, not as 
n favor to those who happened to own it, 
but because men hoped by means of a free 
press to attain a desirable social end. 

The end was unmistakable, It was to 
promote the widest possible freedom of ex- 
pression, It was to insure the people un- 
restrained access to the means of expres- 
sion, It was to set up an institution, sepa- 
rate from government itself, that would 
represent the people directly in public 
affairs. 


Truth Told Will Prevail 


Milton stated the faith: “And though all 
the winds of doctrine were let loose to play 
upon the earth, so Truth be in the field, we 
do injuriously by licensing and prohibiting 
to misdoubt her strength. Let her and 
Falsehood grapple; who ever knew Truth 
put to the worse in a free and open en- 
counter?” 


The purpose of a free press was to insure 
that Truth did grapple fairly with False- 
hood. Give government power to license 
or prohibit, and force became party to the 
struggle—force that might be exerted on 
the side of Truth, to be sure, but that 
might just as easily sustain the opposite 
side. What the people wanted was a free 
and open encounter. Assured of that, they 
were willing to take their chances on 
Truth’s winning out in the end. 


It is precisely this foundation of a free 
press that the modern economic develop- 
ment of journalism in America has under- 
mined. 


Once liberated from government _re- 
straint, the press burgeoned and prolifer- 
ated alongside democracy itself, News- 
papers sprang up, flourished, died and were 
replaced. Two and sometimes five grew 
where one had grown before. The tramp 
printer and ambitious editor marched in 
the van of westward migration. 


No Longer Political Organs 


During the expansive period of the nine- 
teenth century, every party, every faction, 
had its own newspaper. A shoestring and 
the gift of gab were almost all a man 
needed to launch one. The press was free, 
enterprise was free, the land was free. 

In one sense, the attainment of commer- 
cial independence brought the press a new 
freedom. At least it was now possible to 
escape the toils of party and factional 
obligations. No longer need a certain sec- 
tion of political opinion be placated in 
order to hold circulation. 

On balance, freedom from parties was 
net gain, an appropriate parallel to the 
growth of independent voting. Yet some- 
thing deeper was involved. 


What had happened was that the press

had driven the piers of its support down 
through the soil of politics to the bedrock 
of the economic structure, It had, indeed, 
become an integral part of the economic 
structure, Instead of reflecting a variety 
of opinions thrown out by underlying 
forces, it turned to throwing out opinions 
of its own, as one of those forces. 


susiness had run politics and politics had 
run the press, Now the newspapers, as 
part of business,” helped to run_ politica. 
They were in the big time. 


A Handicap on Freedom 


Under modern conditions, the trreapon- 
sible control, of newspapers in behalf of a 
narrow economic interest is incompatible 
with the social purpose of their freedom. 
That purpose is now, as it was in the begin- 
ning, to give the people at large genuine 
representation, not only “against” their 
government, but against the special inter- 
ests that seek to gain their own ends 
through government. 


Conditions that might have safeguarded 
this purpose in-an earlier and simpler day 
have vanished, New enterprises no longer 
spring up overnight; One newspaper may 
no longer check and offset another. Com- 
petitive restraints upon the abuse of power 
have been diluted by the monopolistic con- 
sequences of competition. 


Having taken on the character of seml- 
monopolies, the newspapers are affected 
with a public interest exactly as are the 
utilities, the railroads, the milk supply. 
Socialization or regulation, the appropriate 
remedies in the case of other monopolies, 
do not recommend themselves because the 
peculiar function of the press demands real 
separation from government. This we 
have achieved at the cost of a growing 
separation from the people. To close the 
gap, we now need a recognition by owner- 
ship that it is a trustee and not a dictator. 


A Mirror for Publishers 


What a free press needs is an owner Who 
recognizes that he is selling circulation and 
prestige, not an economic point of view 
or service to special interests; and who, 
above all, recognizes that selling something 
is not his first obligation at all, but is 
subordinate to his responsibility to repre- 
sent the unrepresen@ed. 

[Is it possible? Can newspaper owners so 
far subordinate their property stake ag to 
serve the people rather than a class? 


Whether the press survives as a vital 
instrument of democracy will depend upon 
the wisdom and temper of its owners, 
Theirs it is to decide whether they shall 
rise above selfishness or remain repre- 
sentatives of wealth and economic power; 
whether they shall fight the people’s bat- 
tles against special interests or fight the 
people for the interests; whether they shall 
trusteeship or exploit a 
privilege. 


The press will become free when its own- 
ers permit it to become free.

German short-wave broadcasts, audible 
in this‘country, express the Nazis’ policy 
toward the outside world. A much better 
insight into Nazi methods ia available in 
the domestic standard-wave broadcasts, but 
these cannof be heard in America. They 
are heard in England, where the British 
Broadcasting Corporation has been taking 
down their texts simce the war began. In 
this book, a- research group presents a 
careful study of the broadcasts’. content, 
and thus an intimate picture of the wily 
Dr. Goebbels at work. 

The over-all impression of the large and 
sprawling book is that the Nazi home 
propaganda is a shrewdly planned, subtle, 
varied and thoroughly unscrupulous pro- 
gram, organized on a tremendous scale, for 
telling the German people what to think, 
soothing their fears and constantly whip- 
ping them up to fresh efforts. The tone 
changes to fit the changing status of the 
war, both military and diplomatic. Decep- 
tion is a common practice, but it ig min- 
glied with periods of frankness, to keep the 
audience from growing unduly skeptical. 

In the blitzkrieg days, the propaganda 
bosses made sure that German radio LUs- 
teners (second in number only to those in 
the United States) were suitably impressed. 
They announced the victories by interrupt- 
ing programs with special announcements, 
preceded by a blare of trumpets from a 
brasa band of 100 men. And on days when 
Hitler speaks, the most elaborate measures 
are taken to insure that no German escapes 
listening. Then, for days after, commenta- 
tors reiterate and expound his main themes.

When admission of a defeag cannot be 
avoided, the official line is usually that it 
would have been much worse but for the 
skill of army leaders or the genius of Hit- 
ler. In the dark hours of the disaster at 
Stalingrad (whose capture had been pre- 
maturely announced by Hitler), Goebbels 
adopted a policy of gloom, with radio fu- 
neral marches and a national day of mourn- 
ing. The emphasia was on the need for 
Spartan life and sacrifices among civilians, 
and the necessity for “total mobilization.” 

The cajoling of the German masses is 
strikingly brought out in the record of as- 
surances and predictions that failed. Goer- 
ing promised in 1939 that not one enemy 
bomb would fall on the Reich. Goebbels 
said in 1942, “The entry to Europe is 
blocked.” Hitler’s many emphatic prophe- 
cies are well known. The British have 
taken delight in broadcasting to Germany 
recordings of such speeches. 

The authors, curiously enough, disparage 
the Nazis’ skill in propaganda. Yet they 
have filled a 529-page boqk with examples 
of its effective use in controlling the home 
front, and they admit that Nazi propaganda 
has declined only because of defeats in 
battle. The major weakness, by their own 
evidence, is ita habit of lying, and they 
point out that British broadcasta have 
gained high prestige among the Germans 
Yor their consistent truthfulness.

Whether he can save himself in 
the convention is very doubtful. 
Whether he should try to hold on

A Man of Character. 


With a ruthless power politician 
like Jones, the unhappy Vice Presi- 
dent had little chance. Jones had 
power through his connections in 
Congress and particularly with the 
Southern bloc, and he turned that 
power on the White House, In 
the showdown, Wallace lost out, 
while Jones kept a great deal of 
his control over the economic war- 
fare setup. 

Inevitably, this raises doubts as 
to his capacity to be President in 
a world run, not by prophets and 
seers, but by power politicians. 
Even some of Wallace’s most ar- 
dent admirers admit to such 
doubts. 

Whether he wins or loses here 
at Chicago, Wallace will still have 
stature; that is, of course, unless 
in winning-or losing he sacrifices 
his real qualities for expediency.

Speculation Centers 
On Henry and Texas

CHICAGO, July 18. 

OST pre-convention palaver, as Democrats 

gather to surprise nobody, produces over- 

ripe rumors answering two questions: 
Whither Wallace? And what about the Texas 
delegation? As to the latter, there seems little 
likelihood that rump convention delegates will 
successfully challenge the anti-New Deal boys, 
although a brigade of them is on hand--Herman 
Jones and former Under Secretary of' the In- 
terior Alvin Wirtz among them. The National 
Committee heard their plea for a parley place 
yesterday afternoon and pleasantly passed the 
buck to the Credentials Committee, after giving 
the uninstructed delegates a temporary place on 
the convention roll. 

MEANTIME, Col. McCormick’s Chicago Tri- 
bune, locally known as “the subtle citadel,” 
spoke up for the Lone Star State's anti-ad- 
ministration delegates with a front-page cCar- 
toon that makes East Lynn look like the 
Five Little Peppers. What it lacks in tact it 
makes up in Klondike corn. “New Deal,” a card 
sharp, sits in a chesty game in a shady estab- 
lishment labeled “Fourth Term Dive,” the holster 
at his hip labeled “Communism.” He is fumbling 
the deal as he listens to the “shootin’ talk” of a 
mustachioed Texas Ranger in the doorway: 
“I’m lookin’ for the low-down, sneakin’ polecat 
that shot a friend o’ mine in the back.” Said 
“friend” is outside at the hitching rack, slumped 
on his horse, and turns out to be Uncle Sam in 
three colors with a bloody bosom. Judging by 
the comments of Texans, the Titan of Tribune 
Tower is just wasting his powder on the skirmish 
line. Secessionists snicker at peep-show journal- 
ism as much as New Dealers do.

WHAT THE HOBBY LOBBY has since brand- 
ed as “The Wolves’ Letter,” in whiqy the President 
indorses Henry Wallace but not much, stirred a 
teapot tempest yesterday afternoon. It had been 
promised between 4 and 5 p. m. and close to a 
hundred newsmen gathered on the fourth floor 
of the Stevens Hotel to swap shop talk and wait 
for it. 

Dan Kidney, reporter. for the Indianapolis Times 
and other Scripps-Howard papers, dryly ex- 
plained the delay. “It was addressed to Sam 
Jackson, Stevena Hotel, see, and returned marked 
‘Addressee unknown.’ ” 

Charlie Warren of the Chicago Daily News 
relayed a more popular explanation. “Trouble is, 
the darned thing was written in Russian and 
neither Hannegan nor Jackson could translate it.” 

Finally, a disturbed young lady with upswept 
Gark hair and a faintly tidewater accent fought 
her way through the smoke to announce, about 
5:30, “No use waiting. The letter hasn’t come

He is a brilliant writer and speaker, During a recent lunch- 
eon together, we discussed many of the marriage problems con- 
fronting our fellow citizens. “I appreciate your various medico- 
psychological bulletins,” he said. “We need to broadcast more of 
such information to our people so they can learn how to become 
harmoniously adjusted to each other. I give my young married 
couples a frank, scientific lecture On marital problems, and 
many of them have later expressed great appreciation for such 
advice, But it would be better if we had more men like your- 
self who could disseminate this helpful information, for it falls 
a little more appropriately within your province.”

FATHER DAILEY is an unusually talented public speaker, 
and uses the “anecdotal formula” which I have outlined in this 
column on numerous occasions. Almost every great modern 
orator I have ever heard, has likewise used this formula. It is 
easy for the speaker and much more interesting to the audience. 
You simply select your central theme or text. Then sandwich 
your ethical or scientific statements between human interest 
narratives that illustrate and document them. Thus, your ad- 
dress consists of a basic idea and a few “meaty” or philosoph- 
ical statements, but the remainder of your talk is composed of 
stories, and you don’t need to memorize them, 

x 

IF A YOUNGSTER asks you to tell him a story about Gold- 
ilocks or Little Red Riding Hood, for instance, you can usually 
do so in a dramatic manner without having to memorize your 
sentences in advance. The average intelligent Man or woman 
has enough understanding of suspense and dramatic values to 
recount a story in an interesting manner. Even if you were to 
repeat the same tale the next day, you might not give it ver- 
batim, but it would still be interesting, By documenting and 
illustrating a speech or sermon with narrative tales, you thus 
don’t need to memorize your address in advance, Simply: jot 
down on a slip of paper the names of the various stories you 
wish to tell. Then narrate them at their proper point in your 
speech. The crowd will invariably enjoy this type of speech far 
more than a heavy lecture consisting of one abstract statement 
after another. * . 

ANYBODY WHO MAKES his living as a speaker, whether 
priest or salesman, school teacher or politician, should certainly 
learn the art of holding a crowd’s interest for 30 minutes to an 
hour, Father Dailey is an admirable example of the anecdotal 
speaker He belongs to the group of keen applied psychologists 
who are attuned to life and realize the value of human interest 
items in documenting an address or written editorial. He re 
cently wrote a series of newspaper articles on the history of 
Catholicism in the Chicago area. His historical account had 
the dramatic interest of fiction, for a man who once learns the 
secret of motivating people, can do so in print as well as on the 
lecture platform,

One-half cup cider vinegar, one- 
fourth cup water, one-third cup 
sugar, two teaspoons flour, one 
teaspoon salt, one teaspoon pre- 
pared mustard, one-half cup egg 
yolks (6 yolks), one tablespoon 
butter. Combine the first six in- 
gredients in a sauce pan and bring 
to a boil.

Slowly add some of the hot 
mixture, return to pan and cook 
over low heat, stirring constantly 
until mixture bubbles and becomes 
thick. Add the butter and stir 
until melted.

Luncheon. 

Quick, vegetable soup. Wash 
and prepare one parsnip, one po- 
tato, two large carrots, one me- 
dium onion.

Add three 
cups boiling water and five beef 
bouillon cubes.

Veal Birds. Have one and one- 
half pounds veal steak cut thin.

Child Who "Won't"

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ING STRICTLY TO THE 
SCHEDULE ~ 


HE child won't eat vegetables, 
T or he won’t drink milk, or he 
won’t come in when he is 
called, or he won't go to church. 
He just Won’t. How can I get 
him, or her, to do what is wanted? 

Normal children can be trained 
to eating and sleeping habits by 
keeping strictly to the schedule. 
If all the children who 
their heads away from their milk 
bottle had been allowed to keep on 
doing so, the cemeteries would be 
full and the schools empty. It is 
because mothers insisted that chil- 
dren eat on time, sleep on time, 
do what they éught to do when 
they ought to do it, that we have 
a healthy younger generation. 
When a child won’t eat for me, 
whose fault is it? 

Habits have their beginnings in 
a first act. There is a first time 
when a child refuses his milk, 
vegetables, whatever it happens 
to be. There is a first time when 
he refuses to take his nap, go to 
bed at bedtime, and the rest of the 
willful manifestations of child- 
hood. That is the time the wise 
mother seta herself to the task of 
training the child the right way. 

First make certain that there 
is nothing wrong with the milk or 
the food that is being refused. 
Sometimes milk is sour, or too 
cold or too hot, or has a taste that 
is foreign to it normally. Taste the 
milk, taste and smell all food that

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The Doctor 
On Ailments 
Of the Liver

HE LIVER has always seemed 
to mankind a sort of legendary 
seat of trouble. 

We are inclined to say on bad 
days that we are “liverish.” There 
are those who are subject to bil- 
ious attacks: I think these are 
really cases of abdominal mtl- 
graine, but the nausea and vomit- 
ing of bile makes them seém bil- 
ious. . “Choler” means bile, and 
melancholia means literally black 
bile, so to be choleric or melan- 
cholic, according to medieval 
thought, means to have some part 
of the liver secretion in the as- 
cendancy. 

The modern physician is not 
very far behind the thought of the 
populace in his conceptions of liv- 
er physiology. For a long time in 
the not-so-distant past he could 
ascribe only one function to the 
liver—the formation of bile. It 
seemed a relatively unimportant 
function for such a large organ-—~ 
the liver is the largest solid organ 
in the body. True, bile is a very 
important digestive juice, espe- 
cially for the digestion of fats. 
And a good secretion of bile gives 
the digestive canal a feeling of 
wellbeing.

WE HAVE ENLARGED our 
knowledge of the liver in the past 
75 years and justified its size. It 
has plenty of functions. It is the 
great detoxifier of the body, all 
the blood from the _ intestines 
passes first through the liver hold- 
ing in solution those chemicals—~ 
food and otherwise—that were 
picked up in the intestines, before 
they go out into general circula- 
tion. The liver disposes of the pol- 
sonous elements, which alone 
would justify a fellow in feeling 
liverish if that function went 
wrong. 

Then, for the same reason— 
that all the digested food goes to 
the liver first—it is the great 
storehouse of the body. It .stores 
starch and sugar which are our 
machine’s gasoline. It stores Vita- 
min D and the blood stimulating 
principle to name two out of 
many. That is why liver is used 
as a source of Vitamin D and for 
anemia. 

It is the great intermediary in 
fat and protein metabolism. 

One can understand therefore 
that if the liver does go wrong 
there is a good deal of hell to pay. 
No animal can live for more than 
a few hours after the liver is re- 
moved, Fortunately it doesn’t go 
wrong very often—I mean badly 
or irretrievably wrong, Cirrhosis 
of the liver, which is due to the 
constant assault of alcohol ab- 
sorbed from the whey, wo intes- 
tines, is one though a rare organic 
liver disease. Hepatitis from the 
effect of toxins is probably more 
frequent than we are able to rec- 
ognize,

A GREAT IMPROVEMENT 


‘has occurred in the treatment of 


diffuse liver degeneration by diet. 
It has even been claimed that 
cirrhosis of the liver has been 
cured in this way. The diet is 
high in carbohydrates (starches, 
sugars, vegetables and fruits) and 
also high in protein, but low in 
fat. The proteins of meat, how- 
ever, are forbidden and the daily 
amount specified for a proper 
liver diet is niade up from eggs, 
milk, cheese and vegetable pro- 
teins. The total daily protein of 
the liver diet is 110 grams (nearly 
twice the normal requirement), 
the carbohydrates are put at 500 
grams and the fat content at 60 
grams, a total caloric value of 
about 3000 calories. Vitamins are 
also pushed as extra amounts of 
them are supposed to stimulate 
the liver cells to regeneration. 
This is not a hard diet to take 
and those who are convinced that 
their feelings are properly de- 
scribed as liverish or billous can 
just as well go on it, no matter 
what the doctor says. Oh, also, I 
almost forgot—no alcohol.
